Tenants Rush to Street—Hunt- 


ington Ave. Apartment Ruined 
—Near Panic 


BOSTON,'Aug. 2ft.—A fire last even-! 


ing that illuminated tho sky for miles 
around and caused a genuine scare in 
the immediate vicinity ruined tho 5M>- 
story apartment house in course of 
construction at 491 Iluntington^ ave- 
nue. 
Feeding on lathing and 
other 


woodwork the flames spread with such 
alarming . rapidity that four alarms 
were sounded, tho first at 7.14 and the 
Bacond being skipped five minutes la- 
ter. The loss will probably be not 
more than $25,000. 


Thousands rushed to the scene and 


had a rare pyrotechnic display. 
The 


apartment house was a veritable fur- 
nace. Construction had only reached 
the stage where the plastering was to 
begin. The roof, wooden floors and 
lathes were in place, providing admir- 
able fuel for the fire. The windows of 
the -10 apartments were not in yet and 
there was plenty of draft. 


The building was one of three now 


building in the block bounded by Hun- 
tington avenue, Museum road, Ruggles 
street and the Fenway. "The 
Dur- 


ban," the only occupied house in the 
block and containing 40 suites, most 
of them occupied, was threatened and 
the occupants made a very quick exit. 
They'were greatly scared for a short 
time, but soon returned to the house. 


Museum School in Danger 


The Museum of Fine Arts school is 


directly across from the burned struc- 
ture on Museum road, and shortly af- 
ter the arrival of the first apparatus 
Supt. "W. W, McLean of tho museum 
had the firemen direct several streams 
over the one-story school -structure. 
The main buildings of 
the 
museum 


were farther away, and at no time did 
the flames threaten to spread to them. 


When Chief McDonouph arrived, he 


Bald the entire building from cellar to 
roof was a glowing, leaping mass, with 
flames breaking out from practically 
all the window openings. On the out- 
side a staging ot' timbers had 
been 


built. Although the walls themselves 
were completed, the staging had been 
retained In order to clean the bricks. 
These outside timbers also caught fire, 
and at intervals one would topple to 
the ground, sending up a great shower 
of sparks. 


After several streams had played in- 


to -the building from the Huntington 
avenue side from deck guns mounted 
on the hose wagons, the firemen were 
seen to fall back to the 
other, side 


hurriedly. Then, with a great crash,

wall 


crumbled, and fell in. 


This section of 
wall was directly 


above what was to be the main en- 
trance to tho apartment house and it 
Is extended from the street floor clear 
up to the roof. In toppling, most of 
tho bricks fell 
inside 
tho building. 


Sufficient 
warning1 had 
been given, 


however, and no one was injured. 
Only tho Walls Left 


When the flames were finally drown- 


ed out^owly the brick walls, except the 
section that fell, remained 
standing. 


The building is owned by Specter & 
Segal, neither of whom could be found 
at the fire. 
The adloinlriir buildings at 499 Hunt- 


ington avenue and that at 14 Museum 
road, both practically completed, arc- 
owned by Jacob Mason* and Charles 
Kolodny, respectively. That the 
fire 


spread to neither of these was consid- 
ered fortunate. 


The fire was discovered by Arthur 


Glllis, a 15-year-old boy. living at 4tJG 
Parker street, who was on his way up 
Huntington avenue to Conant street on 
an errand. He chanced to look across 
the street a'nd saw the entire Inside of 
the building in flnmes. 


He rangr the alarm at Parker and

sound and they crept nearer and near- 
er. Then our otficers gave the word, 
a sheet of flame flickered along tho 
trenches and a stream of bullets tore 
through tho advancing 
mass.

drunken 


man suddenly hit 
between the eyes 


and then they made a run at us. 
Half 


way across the open 
another 
volley 


tore through their ranks. 


"By this time our 
artillery 
began 


dropping shells among them and then 
they broke into open formation, rush- 
ing like mad toward the trenches. 
On 


our left the Germans fell back in con- 
fusion and lay down wherever 
cover 


was available. We gave them no rest 
and soon they were again in flight, 


"Then oame more furious shelling of 


our trenches and another 
mad rush 


across the open on 
our 
front. 
This 


time they were strongly supported by 
cavalry who suffered terribly but came 
right up to our lines. 


"We received them In the good old 


way, the front ranks with the bayonet 
and the rear ranks keeping up an in- 
cessant fire and after a

they retired hastily.

between the

and then they made a run at us.

"By tills time our 
artillery 
began 


dropping shells among them and then 
they broke into open formation, rush- 
ing like mad toward the trenches. 
On 


our left the Germans fell hack in con- 
fusion and lay down wherever 
cover 


was available. We gave them no rest 
and soon they were again in flight. 


"Then came more furious shelling of 


our trenches and another mad rush 
across the open on 
our 
front. This 


time they were strongly supported by 
cavalry who suffered terribly but came 
right up to our lines. 


"We received them in the good old 


way, the front ranks with the bayonet 
and the rear ranks keeping up an in- 
cessant fire and after a 
hard 
tussle 


they retired 
hastily. 
Just as 
they 


thought themselves safe our mounted 
men swooped down on them, cutting 
right and left. 


"This sort of thing went on through 


the whole day without bringing the 
Germans any nearer to shifting us. 


"After the last attack we lay down
